president of the convention was a-- 
ranging seats for the prominent dele- 
gates, but evidently was having some 
trouble. In the same row with us 
were other delegates whom the presi- 
dent had requested to give up their 
seats. He said 
nothing to 
Major 


Wright or myself, aaO 1 of course, 
being IB company with Major Wright, 
thought that as he was to retain hia 
seat I would also. Hicks came to us 
and said we must give up those seats, 
and used abusive language. We paid 
no attention to him. All of this was 
before the arrival of Washington. Tbe 
whole trouble was represented tut be- 
ing caused by Hicks and myself, but 
such is not the case. Thers ware at 
least half of the people present who 
came only to hear Washington, and 
immediately after he closed his ad- 
diess they left their seats and started 
for the door, not only from the first 
floor but from the gallery as well. 
About this time Hicks again ap- 
proached Major Wright and myself 
and ordered us to move, and 1, as 
spokesman, refused. 
He then, catch- 


ing me by the lapel of the coat, reach- 
ed in his hip pocket. While we were 
scuffling 
the 
stampede 
occurred. 


Everyone In the church was uneasy 
owing to the fact thaf the chairman 
had given instructions that 
no one 


else be admitted, as the building 
would not be safe. 1 do not feel re- 
sponsible for the stamt'ptte. nor do 
I think Hicks Is responsible, because 
this stampede occurred at tho door 
during our affray. 
I am no stranger 


in Birmingham and fear no harm. 1 
could give bond, but my frionds ad- 
vise rne to stay in prison for my own 
safety." 


The remains of 38 victims of 
the 


Shiloh church panic were interred in 
the various cemeteries for 
negroes 


around the city Sunday. 


AH of the negro churches were 


crowded, and the naturally excitable 
nature of the southern nesro was 
| wrought to a high pitch by the ^ilo- 
i gistic sermons over the dead bodies 
at the various churches. 


The death list is now known to 


number 105, and 100 of these have 
been identified 
The 
police assert 


that in addition at least five bodies 
were taken to private hous<»s. This 
would swell the number to 110. 
All 


of the dead negroes identified aie res- 
idents of Birmingham except George 
Wright, who is eaid to be from Sa- 
vannah, Ga. 


Among the victims of the disaster 


was 
Kassougo, an 
African boy, 


brought from the Congo Free State 
two year* ago by the Rev S. Phillips 
Vernor 
of Tuscaloosa, Mr. Verner 


was a missionary in the Congo Free 
State and fell into a game pit while 
there, being severely wounded by the 
point of a poisoned stake. Kassougo 
drew the poison from the wound with 
his mouth, saving Mr. Verner's life. 
The latter brought the boy here to 
educate him.

22.—A 
correspondent had an inter- 


view at Alta Gracia, in the state of 
Zulia, Venezuela, with General Man 
ucl A. Matos. loader of the revolution 
against President Castro, on the re- 
port taat General Matos intends, in 
case of his success, to turn over con- 
trol of Venpzuelan finances to certain 
foreign powers. General Matos said: 
"I know that President Castro has 
issuec a decre charging; me to be a 
traitor to my country because the Co- 
logne Gazette and the Venezuelan 
consul at Liverpool, Eng., reported 
that I had already made an agree- 
ment to permit the finances of Ven- 
ezuf'.a to be controlled by foreign 
powers. Thi» Js absolutely false, and 
to attribute s«ch an idea to me is stu- 
pid. The surrender, direct or indi- 
rect, of Venezuela to foreign control 
would be contrary to my ideas and to 
my character. I said

in 


Paris. London and Hamburg, and I 
am not afraid to repeat it here, that 
the> government of Venezuela should 
put an end to the gquanderlng of the 
cmmtry's revenue and administer the 
national finances not for the benefit 
of the few, but for that of all Vene- 
zuelans, and the satisfaction of our 
territory.

What may be considered as really some other known petroleum bearing 


strata is not to be hoped for, the hope 
of a productive field must be reposed 
in soae new discovery. 
Experiments 


of this order are not the kind to induce 
the investment of capital, eo a pro- 
longed discussion of the geological 
features might lead to a lapse in the 
activity heretofore prevalent. 
Those 


interested in field work bave just 
about come to the conclusion that geo 
logical discussions may not be of much 
benefit if the expert theories are to 
serve as a guidance for operators, so 
they have quit arguing and gone to 
work. 


one of the most promising sections of 
the field is that located on Beaver 
Creek, where the Pennsylvania Lubri- 
cating company, a Wellsvllle, N. T-, 
concern, has 10 or 11 wells, which are 
estimated to be good for probably 1000 
barrels per month, while the latest one 
completed may add materially to this 
output. 
The wells are located on the 


Sandusky iarin and among them are a 
number which are thought capable of 
supplying a good pressure of gas, but 
tberu is no outlet for this fuel and In 
the absence of a market, it ia being 
wasted. 
The last well completed a 


short time ago is said to be pumping 
at the rate of 100 barrels per day, but 
t is not of much use at present with- 
out a market. The Kentucky & Ohio 
Oil company has four wells near this 
woperty which have never

tumped, so that an estimate as to 
heir productiveness would be guess 
work.

IN CUMBERLAND COUNTY. 


The reader who follows this descrip- 


tion and seeks locations on the map, 
will find the territory in which a much 
talked about well is located in the 
midst of a series of sharp turoe in the 
Cumberland river, southwest of Burk- 
esvflle, in Cumberland county. 
This 


well is known as the Graves, being on 
a farm owned by parties of that name, 
and was drilled by the (Jreensburg Pa. 
Oil company. It is at what is known 
as Salt Lick Bend, anti was completed 
on July 2 last. 
The well was produc- 


ing at a surprising rate, when it 
caught fire and burned constantly for 
about 10 days before the ilsnaes could 
be extinguiahed. 
Xow it is standing 


idle, but those familiar with the situa- 
tion decline that it will make probably 
from 250 to 30ft barrels per day when 
put to pumping regularly. 
It is the 


same grade of oil as is produced in the 
Sunnybrook field, but the depth at 
which it was obtained has been made 
somewhat of a mystery. 
Some esti- 


mates placed the depth at 430 feet, 
while others go anywhere to 530 
feet. It has certainly occasioned con- 
siderable comment, and has all the ear- 
marks of a paying producer.

Lick fiend territory is about 40 miles 
overland from Glasgow, a station at 
the terminus of the L. & N. branch 
road from Glasgow Junction, or the 
onrney can be made from SusEybrook, 
thus covering a circle—all in the 
roughest kind of territory.
